Japan Is Slow to Take Up 
American Proposal Bat 
May Act Soon.

LONDON, July 13—Three of the 
principal allied nations, Great Bri­ 
tain, France and Italy, have offici­ 
ally signified their acceptance of 
President Harding’s invitation to 
hold a conference on limitation of 
armament, while China has stated 
that she is ready to participate in 
a conference relating to far eastern 
affairs. Japan is the only one of 
the allies which has not recorded 
herself as being ready to take part 
in the Washington conference, but 
it is expected in official circles here 
that her acceptance will be com­ 
municated to the United States gov­ 
ernment soon. 
In governmental circles in this 
city it appears to be the consensus 
of opinion 
that the meeting at 
Washington will be 
attended 
by 
some of the most prominent states­ 
men of the world. The announce­ 
ment of Premier Br land of France 
that he would consider going to 
Washington was followed by indi­ 
cations that Premier Lloyd-George 
might also go, providing conditions 
in Great Britain are such as to 
permit hiB extended absence from 
that country. It is expected, how­ 
ever that some of the leading fig­ 
ures in British official life will be 
present.

NEWPORT NEWS. Va., July 13. 
—The German destroyer G-102 was 
sunk at 10:40 today by army bomb­ 
ing planes from Langley field. 
The destroyer, anchored at, sea 
off the Virginia capes, was sent 
down by bombs rained down from 
the Martin bombing planes that led 
the attack. Reports to Langley field 
said the big De Haviland planes did 
not have a chance at the target. No 
problem of locating the target was 
involved.

The plant covers more than seven and 
a half acres and has a floor sluice of 
150.000 square feet. 
Showing the large capacity of tho 
establishm ent, it is noted that at one 
time one order for light shades and 
globe# w as turned out in a year with a 
total income of more than $181,000, 
beside# the regular run of other arti­ 
cles made by the plant.

(By the Associated Prc») 


BERLIN, July 13.—The work of 


exhuming the bodies of the Amer- 
ican soldiers who died as prisoners 
of war in Germany has developed 
such difficulties that some uncer- 
tainty attaches to the identity ol 
the few which have been unearthed 
from among the unnamed German 
and other dead In tne cemeteries 
near the old prison camps. 


Many of the graves were un- 


marked and the names-or the meji 
buried In some places were unknown
